He points 
olit that this is necessary in order to discharge the obligations 
of the war and to provide additional capital witli/which to meet 


: tile demands for greater production. Such a practice, he says, 
will strengthen (he character of our citizenship and prove 
highly beneficial individually and collectively. 


: All will readily perceive the correctness of this view, but 


if anything substantial is to be accomplished toward. engraft- 
ing the habit of thrift upon the people the effort must not be 
restricted to a single week. A Thrift Week may serve a useful 
purpose in concentrating attention on the subject, but a seven 
days' "spasm" followed by a. return to extravagance and for- 


• getf illness of the need of thrift Will amount to little compared 
to what can and will be accomplished if the people beconie 
earnest and persistent in the matter of saving. 


This Thrift Week is of special interest in Massachusetts, as 


its opening: was the anniversary of the birth of Benjamin 
Franklin, a native of that state, one of .the country's most 
noted men and a lifelong exponent of the homely habit of 
thrift.
